DYKING THE FRASEB. 



The Government engineer reports that 
a comparatively short dyke afow feet high 
•will preserve tho lands of Sumas from an- 
nual overflow, and thuB redeeui a large 
and valuable tract of farming land. Our 
couteuiporary olijects to a dyke being 
built and calls the project sheor "folly." 
Some two years ago our contemporary 
favoured the constnietioii of a road from 
Westminster to Yale. Tho road was 
built at an expense of $:;:iU,iH">,l)ofore the 
Huiiias anil Chilliwhack sections w.^re 
found to bo Hubj{>ct to submersion ev(>ry 
summer, and to have their lirid«(>s and 
culverts swept nwny. Now, if it bi- 
"sheer folly" to liiiihl a dylio that will 
bring under cultivatidu Si I.OIKI acres of 
gocid farming laud uiid at the sauiu time 
preserve an expensive wagon road fnun 
destruction, must it not have been down- 
right madness to have uudertakon the 
road at all under the natural difliculties 
it his to contend vfiih ? The cry of our 
<'ontempor,'\ry at the time tie; road was 
underwtugh was, it will np-'U uii tlu' 
country. Well, it has not done that bc- 
cau!:e the lloods every year destroy the 
farmers' crops and render tho road im- 
possable. Tho roiul will never bo of auy 
value to the country so long as settlers 
mu.st resort to canoes instond of wagons 
!o reaidi their hinds, and for two months 
out of twelve have to lly to the nxifs nf 
their houses to cseupo an inroad ui 
water. Tho desolation wrou^rht by last 
vear's flood in Fraser N'allcy is still fresh 
in people's minds, and no greater bcnelit 
could be conferred on the country than 
by dyking the low lands. 

COWICHAN ROAD. 



The Government call for tenders for 
the conatrnotion of a road to connect Vic- 
toria and Cowichan. This is a mneh- 
noeded improvement, and ought to have 
been effected long ago. In IHTJi tenders 
were received for the construction of tho 
road, and the House vutcil tho amount 
asked— §18,01)0; liut tho vote was mit ex- 
pended, nor was anything hoard of the 
road again until just before tho general 
election of 1875, when the then C'hii f 
Commissioner olVeriMl the mnniticent re- 
ward of SlOU to any jjcrsuu who would 
discover, mark out and bla/.o a line of 
reiad from Victoria to Cowichan. The re- 
wind was not taken up. Jt was never in- 
tended to be. It was a mere catch vote; 
but it worked badly as such, for Cowich- 
an returned two members to opj)oso tho 
then (rovernment. In dmng that the 
h)i;-triet consulted its brst intei-esls. In 
jilueo of a mirriiw-guage Clnel t'ommis- 
bioiier they iiavo got a broad-giiago one; 
and in place of shadowy promises and a 
road on paper they will boou have a road 
over which their cattle may be driven to 
market and supplies sent to them at 
nil seasons of the year. Cowichan is to 
he congratulated. 

~ THE STATES. 

The 
KopublicauH are be-nt upon seating Hayes 
and threats of violence and assassi nat imi 
are freely indulged in.

J'ulilic 
opinion will sooner or hitiu- overwheliun 
tho actors, as it has always overwhohiK d 
the crimes of violent and corrupt poli- 
ticians, in which case they will go into 
historic disgrace along with every other 
set and class of men who have at one time 
or another in our history aimed loacconi- 
jjlish political results by fraud and 
crime." Bun, Butler sees no way out of 
the difficnlty excei>t through a new elec- 
tion, to come off in May.
